DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . The Examiner acl^nowledges tine amendment(s) to tine claims filed on November 
10, 2008. The objection(s) to claims 27 and 28 cited in the previous office action filed on 
August 7, 2008 is (are) hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 16-27, 29, and 30 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 6, 
27, and 29 are allowed because the prior art does not anticipate nor render obvious the 
claimed limitations. In particular, the claimed limitation of a third sublayer bordering over 
a largest part of its cross-sectional area with the first sublayer in the interior of the 
device, while bordering on a second sublayer in a narrow edge region, as well as the 
limitation of the first sublayer having a portion with a thickness larger than the thickness 
of the second sublayer, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations, is not 
anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art. Claims 17-26 depend on claim 16, 
and claim 30 depends on claim 29.
